HANNIBAL, Mo.—At the base of 
Cardiff Hill, where foregathered Tom 
Sawyer, liu rk Finn and Tom’s gang, 
will rise a monument to the Immortal 
Tom and Huck, figures ih the books 
of Mark Twain that bear their names. 
Frederick C. Hibbard, Chicago sculp-1 ^ 
Orleans 
tor, is at work upon the memorial 
fU"*“ 
which will be erected by George A. 
Mahan, a local attorney, and his wife 
and son, Duiany Mahan. In the monu­ 
ment the sculptor hopes to set forth 
those qualities that have appealed to 
m ultitudes who have real and under­ 
stood the humor and pathos of Ameri­ 
can youth exemplified in the boy char­ 
acters. 
The sculptor will represent Tom 
Sawyer as about to leave the haunts 
of bis childhood to take up the more 
serious business of a m an’s life. He is 
bidding Hnck Finn farewell. 
The monument will be of bronze on 
a pedtstal of red Missouri granite. It 
is expected to be completed by October 
if this year. I t will be on Hill street, 
approxim ately one block from Mark 
Twain’s boyhood home, which also 
was purchased and presented to Han- 
ibal by Mr. and Mrs. Mahan. It will 
stand only a few feet from the form er 
site of the old stone jail where Muff 
Potter of Tom Sawyer was confined. 
The Mahans recently purchased the 
site to eliminate a dangerous traffic 
corner.
